N order to fulfill its responsibility for 
the physical and psychological efficien- 


Medical Service must take note of the 
fact that officers and airmen frequently 
encounter envi- 
ronments whose 
dimensions have 
not been charted 
with any final 
accuracy. Our 
often _ limited 
knowledge of 
these environ- 
ments gives rise 
to the necessity 
for broad re- 
search programs 
that will lead to 
sound aeromedi- 
calpractices. 
The goal of such 
research is al- 
ways the discov- 
ery of facts and principles that will en- 
able the Flight Surgeon to keep the 
human operator at peak levels of per- 
formance. 

Over the years of scientific inquiry it 
has gradually been realized that man’s 
efficiency depends in a very complicated 
way upon many kinds of factors. This 
has meant that a full understanding of 
man’s capabilities, tolerances, and points 
of vulnerability can be obtained only 
through the cooperative efforts of scien- 
tists of many disciplines. Two of these 
disciplines in particular have gained 
much by pooling their research interests 
and investigative labors. Physiology, on 
the one hand, has been concerned with 
describing and explaining the various 
Processes that occur in the organs and 
tissues of the body. Psychology, on the 
other, has studied the behavior of man 
as he goes about adapting to the various 
conditions of everyday living. From the 
common interests of these two ap- 
Proaches has grown a relatively young 
discipline, physiological psychology, 
which seeks to understand how adaptive 
behavior is related to these internal 
Physiological processes. 

The academic problems which confront 
this discipline have received attention 
for many years, but the practical and 
immediate problems of national defense 
have Provided it with new and stimulat- 
ing objectives.

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Missiles May Result In

The time has not yet come to predict 
how much or when the Army can be re- 
duced because of the advent of guided 
missiles, Under Secretary of the Army 
Archibald S. Alexander said last week.

Budget estimates of the Defense De- 
partment for the next fiscal year, now in 
course of preparation, provide for an ulti- 
mate Air Force strength of 143 wings, it 
was stated by Secretary of Defense Rob- 
ert A. Lovett at a press conference in 
Washington on Wednesday, 5 Dec. 


While it had been previously reported 
that this strength was the goal sought 
by defense authorities, the statement of 
Mr. Lovett, in response to a press query, 
was the first official confirmation that 
this program had been formally approved. 

Preparation of budget estimates has not 
yet proceeded far enough to permit an 
accurate estimate of the total amount re- 
quired for the next fiscal year for mili- 
tary needs, but it is expected to be sub- 
stantially in excess of the $45 billion, used 
in preliminary estimates of requirements 
for the coming fiscal year. This figure 
was arrived at last September in connec- 
tion with a determination of the esti- 
mated requirements for the first and sec- 
ond quarters of the calendar year for the 
Defense Mobilization Organization. How- 
ever, the Secretary of Defense said this 
week that the total for fiscal year 1953 


| was sure to be more than the $45 billion. 


Queried about the report of the special 
Senate Committee headed by Senator 
Lyndon Johnson (D-Tex.), which was 
highly critical of the progress in mili- 
tary procurement made by the Defense 
Department, Mr. Lovett said he thought 
the report in general was excellent, 
though he did not agree with all the 
conclusions. The Secretary said he 
thought that original estimates on which 
schedules were based may have been 
overly optimistic, but that he felt current 
schedules were much more realistic. 

Mr. Lovett pointed out that a shortage 
of basic materials had in many cases 
slowed production and necessitated more 
rigid allocation of available supplies. 
Among the important basic items on 
which serious delays are being encoun- 
tered are bar aluminum, carbon steel 
and machine tools. Delayed deliveries of 
requirements in such materials, Mr. 
Lovett said, had slowed expansion of fa- 
cilities. Under the present system of allo- 
cations there has been considerable im- 
provement in the last few months and 
more is expected. 

The Secretary said that the civilian 
economy had not yet been seriously af- 
fected by production of defense items, but 
he thought there would be considerable 
shortage of civilian goods in certain cate- 
gories by the middle of next year. He did 
not agree with critics of the defense pro- 
gram, who thought it should be retarded 
in order to lessen the impact on civilian 
economy. On the contrary, the Secretary 
said, he felt that it should be accelerated 
in order to meet our essential security re- 
quirements as rapidly as possible.

THE WAR IN KOREA 











XCEPT for two spectacular Allied 

Marine commando raids deep in 
enemy territory, the lull in ground war- 
fare in Korea continued throughout this 
week, with only insignificant patrol con- 
tact and a few light probing attacks along 
the entire battle front. 

In the air, however, activity was great- 
ly increased, with jet air combats fought 
every day, with Allied flyers taking a 
heavy toll of Red planes, despite enemy 
superiority in numbers. Enemy air opera- 
tions were much more extensive and con- 
tinuous than heretofore, as Red planes 
showed greater aggressiveness, and flew 
much farther from their Manchurian 
bases than was formerly the rule. 

Some enemy jets were reported as far 
south as Seoul, and flights of Russian- 
built MIGs appeared almost daily in the 
Wonsan area, giving rise to some appre- 
hension that the Communists might be 
considering an air attack on Allied naval 
surface craft, including aircraft carriers, 
off the northeast coast of Korea. 

The Reds announced the capture of 
three tiny islands off the northwest coast 
of Korea, not far south of the mouth of 
the Yalu River. These islands, which are 
not much more than rocky points, a mile 
or two long, had been held by a few 
hundred South Korean guerrillas, who 
used them as bases for occasional minor 
harassing raids on the mainland. 


Bombers Shot Down 
It developed this week that a dozen 


enemy bombers attacked by American | 


Sabre Jets late last week in Northwest 
Korea were probably on their way to 
support a Red landing on Taewha-do, the 
principal island of the group held by the 
guerrillas. Six bombers, three attack 
planes and an escorting MIG fighter were 
shot down by the Sabre Jets, but one or 
two bombers got through to attack the 
island, which is only about a mile off the 
mainland. 

The Red invasion was participated in 
by about 1,000 troops, using small boats 
and junks. At least two of the troop-laden 
junks were sunk by the British destroyer 
Cockade. Fire from Red shore batteries 
on an adjacent island hit the Cockade, 
killing one seaman. 

Nearly all of the guerrillas on Taewha- 
do are believed to have escaped from the 
island on 14 junks, their withdrawal cov- 
ered by the British Cruiser Ceylon, the 
Destroyer Cockade, and the Canadian De- 
stroyer Athabaskan, and by U.S. Marine 
planes from the Carrier Rendova. Subse- 
quently ships’ boats entered the shallow 
water near the island, but were unable 
to find any additional South Korean 
guerrillas on shore, leading to the con- 


clusion that nearly all had escaped. There | 


were several large fires burning, and ex- 
plosions were heard. 
Commando Raids North of 38th 
Allied commando raids deep in enemy 
territory were made on Sunday and Mon- 
day by American and British Marines. In 


the first of the two daring operations, | 


they went ashore near Tanchon, 25 miles 


south of Songjin, and about 160 miles | 


north of the 38th parallel. 

Under cover of darkness, the raiders 
went ashore from Allied vessels behind 
a heavy barrage from the U. S. Destroyer 
Tingey, and the fast transport, U.S.S. 
Horace A. Bass. They cut railway lines, 
blocked a tunnel with bazooka fire, and 
inflicted heavy troop casualties on sur- 











prised enemy forces. The only Allied 
casualties were two wounded British 
Marines. 

On the following night, there was an- 
other raid by Allied Marines in the same 
general area. The raiders climbed a steep 
cliff and encountered heavy enemy op- 
position from Red troops dug in along 
the railway tracks. After a brief skir- 
mish, the Marines withdrew to waiting 
boats, leaving behind many enemy dead. 
There were only two Allied Marines 
wounded. 

Air battles throughout Northwest 
Korea occurred every day this week, 
most of them in the area north of 
Sinanju. In nearly all of these the Allied 
planes, though greatly outnumbered, 
emerged the victors, while Allied losses 
were very small. 


Air Operations Summary 


In a summary of air operations of land- 
based planes of the Far East Air Force 
for the month of November, it was an- 
nounced that during last month 31 enemy 
planes were destroyed, 5 probably de- 
stroyed, and 52 damaged, for a total of 
88. Despite these losses and the addi- 
tional toll taken this week by Allied 
planes the enemy air strength in the 
area continues to increase rapidly. 
Friendly losses during November in air 
combat were six, and 21 additional from 
ground fire and other causes, bringing 
the total Far East aircraft lost during 
the month to 27. 

In November, planes of the Far East 
Air Force, including attached Marine and 
Allied aircraft, flew a total of 23,700 sor- 
ties. It is estimated that 4,830 casualties 
were inflicted by Allied land planes dur- 
ing the month. In addition aircraft of the 
Far East Air Force destroyed or dam- 
aged 4,570 enemy vehicles, 105 locomo- 
tives, 1,110 railway cars, 12 tunnels, 90 
bridges, 4,300 enemy-held buildings, and 
27 tanks. 

Final evaluation of enemy MIG jet air- 
craft destroyed or damaged by planes of 
the Far East Air Force from the begin- 
ning of the war through 30 Nov., 1951 
brings the number to 157 destroyed, 46 
probably destroyed, and 272 damaged, for 
a total of 475. Enemy aircraft of all types 
destroyed or damaged on the ground or 
in the air now totals 292 destroyed, 95 
probably destroyed, and 327 damaged, an 
aggregate of 714. These figures do not 
include losses inflicted by carrier-based 
Navy or Marine planes. 

The marked decrease in ground fight- 
ing that began last week with the tenta- 
tive agreement on a provisional truce 
line continued throughout this week. 
Activity along the main battle front was 
largely limited to minor patrol activity, 


with no significant action on any sector | 


of the line. 
There was a brief clash on the western 
front, west of Korangpo-ri, where three 


enemy platoons attempted to probe Allied | 


positions. Artillery was directed on the 
Red units and the enemy withdrew. Else-

coast were supported by naval gunfire. 
Red guerrilla activity flared up this 








week in several sections of southeast 
Korea, with frequent raids on villages 
by Communist partisans. Major troop 
units of the Republic of Korea army were 
transferred into the area to make a sys- 
tematic cleanup of the guerrillas. 


Enemy Casualty Toll Grows 


The latest Defense Department esti- 
mate of enemy casualties during the war 
brings the total to more than a million 
and a half. The grand total from the be- 
ginning of the war on 25 June 1950 
through 22 Nov. 1951 is 1,505,877, which 
includes 32,982 civilians among the North 
Korean prisoners of war. This total is an 
increase of 21,785 over the last previous 
estimate as of 14 Nov. 1951. 

Of the total losses, the Chinese Com- 
munists sustained 789,529 casualties and 
the North Korean Reds 683,366. The Chi- 
nese lost 639,594 in battle casualties, and 
129,485 in non-battle casualties, while 20,- 
450 were taken prisoner by the Allies. 
The North Korean casualties include 
447,505 killed and wounded, 119,729 sick 
and injured, and 116,132 military prison- 
ers and 32,982 civilian internees. The 
segregation of North Korean prisoners 
in the last few weeks resulted from a 
survey to determine which were solders, 
and which are civilians picked up while 
they were aiding the enemy. 

American battle casualties in the Ko- 
rean war now total 101,688, covering the 
period from the beginning of the war 
to include notifications of next of kin 


through 30 Nov. 1951. Of these 17,275 were | 
killed or died of wounds; 73,515 were | 


wounded, including 1,658 who later died 
of wounds; and 12,742 missing in action, 
of whom 1,393 have returned to military 
control, 186 have died, and 175 are known 
to have been captured by the enemy,

Its 
principal service during the week was to 
provide long-range gunfire support for 
South Korean soldiers and American Ma- 
rines at the extreme eastern end of the 
main battle line. The big battleship fired

XAMINATION of the achievements 

by the North Atlantic Treaty Council 
at its meeting in Rome is not a satisfying 
job, for in numerous matters of the 
agenda there was little forward move- 
ment visible, or indeed possible. Thus the 
three-man Temporary Council Commit- 
tee headed by Averill Harriman (“the 
three wise men’) found itself unable to 
present its awaited report on the capa- 
bilities of the 12 member nations, and 
not unnaturally so, because the task is 
a complex one.

Cash Withhold Plan 
Has Cool Reception 


The indications at the Pentagon this 
week were that the proposal to withhold 
cash from the pay of men in combat and 
possibly at other points overseas will 
not be adopted, as suggested by Finance 
Corps officials. 

It is recalled that during World War 
II, the matter of a possible withholding 
of cash paid to troops overseas was dis- 
cussed. But the feeling was then and 
continues now that a soldier is entitled 
to receive his pay each month, insofar 
as the military situation permits, and 
that a man old enough to fight is old 
enough to handle his pay as he sees fit. 

Furthermore, Pentagon officials ex- 
plain that ample provisions are made to 
encourage military personnel not to 
draw more pay than they need. Oppor- 
tunities are afforded troops for making 
voluntary allotments. The Army also op- 
erates a Soldiers’ Deposit Plan, which 
permits soldiers to save while in service. 
The interest rate on these savings is 4 
per cent. Military personnel can, of 
course, leave all or part of their pay on 
the books. 

Legislative approval by Congress prob- 
ably would be necessary if the Depart- 
ment of Defense nonetheless should seek 
to implement the Finance Corps team’s 
recommendation that theater command- 
ers be given authority to restrict the 
amount of cash paid to troops overseas. 

Military pay might be withheld for a 
period of several months under inter- 
pretation of existing regulations, but the 
belief was expressed this week that if 
reduced cash payments were made in- 
voluntarily for an extended period of 
time—say, for example, six months—that 
a Congressional O.K. would be required. 

In last week’s issue of THE JOURNAL, 
Brig. Gen. W. P. Campbell, USA, As- 
sistant Chief of Finance, just returned 
from Korea, told of a proposed plan to 
hold back some cash from the pay of 
men in the combat zone. 

General Campbell observed that “in a 
United Nation operation, like that in 
Korea, a morale situation is caused by 
the fact that, on a comparative basis, 
soldiers of other nations have less spend- 
ing money than American soldiers.” 

Obviously, this same problem exists in 
General of the Army Dwight D. Ejisen- 
hower’s SHAPE Command. 

Congress probably would go along with 
the withholding of cash from men in 
combat. General Campbell pointed out 
money sometimes gets into the hands of 
the enemy after being lost by casualties. 

The Finance Corps expert noted that 
in the Far East, 971 out of 1019 enlisted 
men interviewed were in favor of the 
plan. 

It is conceivable, however, that Con- 
gress would be reluctant to grant au- 
thority for the withholding of pay of 
men not in combat.

Almost 21,000 enlisted Naval Reservists 
have been released from active military 
service since 1 July 1951, the Navy said 
this week. In addition, 16,000 will be re- 

leased prior to the end of the year. 











Senators Hit ‘Waste’ 
At Air Force Bases 


The Senate Preparedness Subcommit- 
tee released yesterday, 7 Dec., a report 
on conditions at six Air Force training 
centers and recommended that more em- 
phasis be placed on ability to conserve 
men, money and materials in rating offi- 
cers for promotion and advancement. 

The report paralleled a similar state- 
ment issued recently by the Senate 
group after visits to Navy and Marine 
Corps bases. 

“It is a distressing—but inescapable— 
fact,” said the Subcommittee, “that one 
of our major shortages is a sense of 
prudence, a zeal for frugality, and an 
enthusiasm for economy on the part of 
the Armed Services.” 

The report on the Air Force bases as- 
serted that “on the whole, ... the train- 
ing, the morale and the treatment of 
airmen at these bases is adequate.” 

But the report said too much evidence 
of waste was discovered. “The lesson of 
economy must be driven home to every- 
one in the Armed Services and not just 
to a few individual officers,” it was em- 
phasized. 

The report stated that “the further- 
ance of economy in the Armed Forces to- 
gether with the progress of the procure- 
ment program and the routing out of any 
fraud and corruption in that program 
will occupy by far the greatest portion of 
the Subcommittee’s attention for the 
indefinite future.” It said that “to tolerate 
these minor wastes is to sanction in- 
evitable large-scale wastes.” 

Commenting on the report, Subcom- 
mittee Chairman Lyndon B. Johnson 
(D-Tex.) said: “The wasteful practices 
described in this report are largely the 
things that were noted by our investiga- 
tors during a general survey of condi- 
tions at these bases. Also noted were 
what appeared to be other more glaring 
instances of waste but which require fur- 
ther investigation before a public report 
is justified. We will therefore issue a 
further report covering a more detailed 
study of the wasteful and extravagant 
practices which we have found in this 
investigation. I hope to enlist the co- 
operation of top Air Force officials in a 
practical campaign to eliminate this 
drain upon the taxpayer’s pocket.” 

The report covered conditions at Lang- 
ley AFB, Va.; Carswell AFB, Tex.; Low- 
ry AFB, Colo.; Mather AFB, Calif.; 
March AFB, Calif.; and Keesler AFB, 
Miss. 

As examples of the waste the Subcom- 
mittee described the efforts to replace 
dining hall equipment with “elaborate 
and more costly items,” “over-stocking 
of food,” “‘hotel style’ dormitories” at 
Carswell AFB, proposals to construct a 
lighted baseball diamond and a golf 
course at Mather Field, excessive train- 
ing costs and improper use of manpower. 

Subcommittee investigators, who sur- 
veyed these bases, reported a “relatively 
new attitude and interest” by top Air 
Force officials in the field of economy. 
But the report pointed out that to a 
considerable extent the steps that have 
been taken “are essentially only educa- 
tional and actual reforms to produce sav- 
ings have not yet materialized to any 
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real extent.” 
“Long studies, researches, consulta- 


tions, programs, etc., are not always nec- 
essary to determine either what waste 
is or where it exists,” the Subcommittee 
said. “Much waste is obvious, so obvious 
that it is startling to the eye of a layman 
untrained in overlooking patent absurdi- 
ties of military procedure. 

“The Committee believes that much 
waste can be stopped by direct action, 
common sense on the part of responsible 
officials. We are more interested in see- 
ing waste stopped promptly than in see- 
ing it studied endlessly.” 

The Committee reported that Air Force 
personnel are_ generally well fed, 
adequately clothed, and satisfactorily 
housed. The report said that medical and 
dental care are adequate but that several 
installations have little capacity for 
emergency hospital expansion. 

Within the limits imposed by shortages 
of aircraft, parts, and electronic equip- 
ment and by the scarcity of trained main- 
tenance personnel, training is satisfactory 
except as to cost, the report stated. It 
promised an investigation of “extraordi- 
narily high” training costs. 

The Subcommittee said that “there are 
still too many able-bodied men in ‘chair 
corps’ jobs.” It said that the Air Force 
could “improve this situation by more 
fully utilizing WAF and limited-service 
personnel. These sources of manpower 
have been scarcely tapped.” 

The following are the summary and 
conclusions and recommendations of the 
Subcommittee: 

SUMMARY AND CONCLUSIONS 

On the whole, Air Force personnel are 
well fed. Evidence of wasteful stocking of 
food, such as coffee, some spices, and other 
items, was found. 

Serviceable dining-hall furniture was be- 
ing replaced. New equipment was installed 
where there was no need. 

Airmen are adequately clothed. 

Housing is satisfactory. Some new dormi- 
tories under construction are comparable 
with those found on college campuses and 
constitute virtual ‘‘hotel style’ living quar- 
ters. 

Medical and dental care is adequate, but 
several installations have little capacity for 
hospital expansion in case of emergency or 
epidemic. Heal records are excellent. Sick- 
call rates are low. 

Recreational facilities are ample. 

Morale is good. 

Training has been affected by the shortage 
of aircraft, parts, and electronic equipment, 
and by the scarcity of trained maintenance 
personnel. 

Within the limits imposed by the above 
shortages, training is satisfactory. 

The cost of training today’s pilots, navi- 
gators, bombardiers, and aeronautical tech- 
nicians is extraordinarily high. The subcom- 
mittee feels that further investigation of 
training costs is warranted. Such investiga- 
tion will be made. 

There are still too many able-bodied men 
filling ‘‘chair corps’’ jobs. Much can be 
done to improve this situation by more fully 
utilizing WAF and limited service personnel. 
These sources of manpower have been scarce- 
ly tapped. 

Evindences of malassignment are still too 
apparent. However, the subcommittee is 
gratified by the efforts the Air Force is mak- 
ing to eliminate waste in the employment 
of its manpower. Practical effect must be 
given to the policies and programs now in 
the making. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 


(1) That the Department of the Air Force, 
in rating the effectiveness of officer person- 
nel, place more emphasis upon the officer’s 
demonstrated ability to conserve men, money 
and materials. This should be an important 
factor in the determination of an officer’s 
effectiveness and such ‘‘cost consciousness’”’ 
should be one of the basic qualifications re- 
quired for promotion and advancement. 

(2) That the Air Force immediately survey 
its installations for evidence of oversupply 
of food stocks. Where excessive supplies 
are on hand, they should be reported to pro- 
curement agencies so that future orders may 
be reduced accordingly. 

(3) That the replacement of serviceable 
dining-hall furniture be halted immediately. 

(4) That ‘‘authorized’’ bed capacity for 
hospitals—particularly at Mather Air Force 
Base—be increased to allow sufficient mar- 
gins for emergencies. 

(5) That the Secretary of Defense give 
further consideration to the standardization 
of barracks for enlisted personnel and re- 
port his conclusions to this committee. 

(6) That the number of able-bodied men 
in ‘‘chair corps’’ positions be further reduced 
by replacing theim with WAF or limited- 
service personnel.

Helicopter Importance 


Maj. Gen. Frank A. Heileman, Army 
Chief of Transportation, stated this week 
that the helicopter “represents a greater 
relative advance in mobility of the Army 
than did the introduction of the motor 
vehicle.” 

General Heileman made this observa- 
tion on 1 Dec. in a graduation address to 
28 graduates of the Army’s first Heli- 
copter Transport Pilot class at Ft. Sill, 
Okla. He told the graduates “you are 
making Transportation Corps history.” 

General Heileman was introduced to 
the class by Brig. Gen. W. H. Colbern, 
USA, Assistant Commandant, the Artil- 
lery School. 

The Chief of Transportation outlined 
the development of rotary wing aircraft 
from the earliest days to the present and 
described their present value to the 
Army. 

“It has been said in Korea that a for- 
ward advance of about a mile renders 
the average soldier physically unable to 
continue combat,” he remarked. “Ob- 
viously you will be able to advance him 
many times this distance without fatigue 
or loss of his combat effectiveness.” 

Citing surprise as a vital element of 
military operations, General Heileman 
said that the helicopter furnishes a po- | 
tent surprise resource to the Army com- | 
mander. } 

He told the class that increasing the 
effective range of Army units from the | 
50 to 75 miles per day provided by motor | 
transportation to several times that dis- 
tance would permit more rapid concen- 
tration of effort at critical points. At the 
same time, he pointed out, it would per- 
mit the dispersion of resources and sup- 
ply installations indicated in atomic war- | 
fare. 

General Heileman mentioned that the | 
Sixth Helicopter Transportation Com- 
pany at Ft. Sill, would be the first such 
unit to operate in a winter exercise, Op- 
eration SNOWFALL, at Pine Camp, 
N. Y., early next year. The Sixth is the 
first unit of its kind in the Army. 

“This group is to be both the instruc- 
tor and the student,” the general said. 
“You'll instruct first yourselves and then

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Navy Working Out Plan For 


Cost Consciousness Rating 


The Navy is working out final adminis- 
trative details to put into effect a “cost 
consciousness” rating for its officers. 
Whether it will be included as an item 
of the officer’s fitness report has not yet 
been decided, a Navy spokesman said. 


Disclosure that the Navy would adopt 
such a rating was made early this week 
by Senator Lyndon B. Johnson, (D-Tex.), 
Chairman of the Senate Preparedness 
Subcommittee. He said, “It is gratifying 
to know that the Navy has acted so 
promptly in complying with the Subcom- 
mittee’s recommendations.” 

At the same time, THE JOURNAL learned, 
the Marine Corps has reported to the 
Secretary of the Navy that the cost- 
consciousness item has been included in 
a study on the revision of its fitness re- 
port. However, no final action has been 
taken on the study. The Marine Corps 
said it “is now under review.” 


A recommendation that the Navy and 
Marine Corps rate officers on their 
“demonstrated ability to conserve men, 
money and materials” grew out of a Sub- 
committee investigation of 20 Army, Air 
Force, Navy and Marine training installa- 
tions. The Subcommittee said ‘“‘such abil- 
ity should be one of the basic qualifica- 
tions required for promotion and ad- 
vancement.” 


Senator Johnson said the step taken by 
the Navy “marks a new era in military 
operations. At last, the long-suffering tax- 
payer may get some of the breaks to 
which he is entitled.” 

In notifying the Subcommittee that the 
Navy had complied with its reeommenda- 
tion, Under Secretary of the Navy Fran- 
cis P. Whitehair said also that the Navy 
is conducting surveys to determine how 
greater economies can be effected.

A new uniform has been approved for 
wear by Navy fliers and aviation nurses.

To Increase Ship Speeds 


An intensive program to increase the 
performance and speeds of Naval vessels 
js now underway in the Bureau of Ships, 
Rear Adm. Homer N. Wallin, USN, re- 

vealed this week. 
| He told THE JOURNAL that “The Bureau 
§ is very much alive to this subject” and 
“several methods by which greater speeds 
can be attained are being investigated.” 

Earlier indications that the Navy 
planned to launch a concerted effort to 
increase ship speeds were made over a 
period of several months in speeches by 
Navy Secretary Dan A. Kimball who 
complained that the speed of vessels has 
not kept pace with other technological 
advances. Mr. Kimball said, “T feel that 
had there been greater competition... 
in the development of ship propulsion sys- 
tems we would have must faster vessels 
today.” He pointed out, however, that de- 
velopment of new propulsion systems for

The latest advances in 
this line have been incorporated into the 
powerful new Tang-class submarine, the 
SS Harder, which was launched this week 
by the Electric Boat Company at Groton, 
Conn. 

In outlining the steps that have been 
taken to increase ship speeds, Admiral 
Wallin said, “the way is difficult,” but he 
indicated that every possibility is being 
investigated and “many different avenues 
of approach” are being explored. He 
pointed out that speeds can be increased

The Air Force has approved for im- 
mediate wear a new winter flight jacket 
and slacks uniform of 12.5 oz. wool serge 
in shade 84 blue. 

This uniform replaces the L-1 air 
nurse’s flight ensemble and Army type 
battle jackets and slacks and will be an 
item of individual clothing. 

Accessories are flight cap, blue shirt- 
waist, blue anklets, black purse and grey 
gloves. Footwear will be black field shoes 
or low heel tie oxfords. 

The flight jacket may be worn inter- 
changeably with the standard winter 
blue skirt. 

The Air Force said the purpose of this 
uniform is specifically for flights where 
slacks are required and it was emphasized 
that slacks will not be worn off bases or 
installations except while actually en- 
gaged in flights. 





Test Control Gear 


A speedy jet fighter is being added to 
the fleet of turbojet and piston planes 
based at the General Electric Company’s 
Flight Test Center at Schenectady, N. Y., 
to test aviation equipment under develop- 
ment by the company for the Armed 
Forces. 

W. C. Heckman, general manager of 
the G-E Aeronautic and Ordnance Sys- 
tems Department, said that the plane, a 
Lockheed F-94A fighter, is being loaned 
by the Air Force under a bailment ar- 
rangement and will be used to test auto- 
matic flight control equipment being de- 
veloped by the department. 

The F-94A will join two other planes 
devoted to similar test work. One, a 
Douglas B-26, has been in operation for 
some time as an airborne laboratory for 
flight control equipment in a “bread- 
board” stage. Another, a North American 
B-25, is used for testing of this equipment 
in a prototype stage. 

The Flight Test Center also is the home 
base for a North American B-45 jet 
bomber, a Boeing B-29 “Flying Labora- 
tory” and a Boeing B-17 which is used to 
flight-test specialized electronics gear. 

The B-29 carries a turbojet under test 
from its bomb-bay. The B-45 is devoted 
to accelerated service life tests of its four 
General Electric J-47 jets.

The directorates include; pilot 
training, combat crew training, observer 
training, plans and requirements, com- 
munications and electronics, training 
analysis and development, operations, 
flying safety, and intelligence. 
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Gambling Places Off-Limits 

Chairman Lyndon B. Johnson (D-Tex.) 
of the Senate Armed Services Prepared- 
ness Subcommittee disclosed recently 
that the Commanding General at Keesler 
Air Force Base plans to bar airmen at 
the base from any establishment in the 
nearby Biloxi, Miss., area which attempts 
to reopen gambling. 

The Subcommittee announced receipt 
of a letter from Air Force Secretary 
Thomas K. Finletter. It was a reply to a 
Subcommittee request that any places 
near Keesler Field which permit com- 
mercialized gambling “in any form, in- 
cluding slot machines,” be declared “Off 
Limits” to base personnel. 

Senator Lester C. Hunt (D-Wyo.), act- 
ing as a one-man Subcommittee task 
force, conducted hearings on 22 Oct. at 
Biloxi on gambling conditions in the area. 
Local authorities were reported to have 
shut down all gambling activities shortly 
before the hearings. Commercialized 
gambling is illegal in Mississippi. 

Secretary Finletter’s letter said that 
Maj. Gen. James P. Powell, Commanding 
General at Keesler Field, “has taken the 
position that, in the event commercialized 
gambling, in any form, should reappear 
in the Biloxi area he will place off limits 
establishments where such activities are 
countenanced.” 

“If this action proves ineffective and 
the wide-open gambling conditions are 
permitted to recur without positive action 
being taken by the local officials to en- 
force the State anti-gambling laws,” the 
Secretary’s letter continued, “then other 
steps will have to be taken to safeguard 
the welfare of the uniformed personnel 
at the base.” 

Mr. Finletter did not elaborate on the 
“other steps.” 


Slate Wright Field Hearings 

Chairman Lyndon B. Johnson (D-Tex.) 
announced this week that the Senate 
Armed Services Preparedness Investigat- 
ing Committee will open public hearings 
on 19 Dec. in Washington, D. C., on 
alleged procurement irregularities at 
Wright-Patterson AFB, Ohio, home of 
the Air Materiel Command. 

Senator Johnson said that the hearings 
will involve allegations that some 
Wright Field officials have swung con- 
tracts to favored firms in return for 
gifts, money, entertainment, and jobs. 
He said that all of the cases that will 
be covered have been under investiga- 
tion by the Air Force. 

“We are holding these hearings on 
the basis of two primary considerations,” 
Senator Johnson said. “We want to de- 
termine the costs to the Government 
that can be traced directly or indirectly 
to fraud and favoritism and to find out 
whether the Air Force has taken the nec- 
essary steps to prevent these irregulari- 
ties from recurring. 

“It it develops from the hearings that 
fraud and corruption are widespread at 
Wright Field, we will open a full-scale 
investigation of all its operations.”

Schooling for Widows. We hope that the next 
session of Congress will study and act upon the 
proposal that widows of officers and enlisted men 
killed in Korea, or who die of wounds or diesase, 
be given the same educational benefits as their 
husbands would have been entitled to had they 
lived and been discharged or relieved of active 
duty. 

The suggestion was made to the Senate Com- 
mittee on Labor and Public Welfare by Mrs. Marie 
Jordan who represented the Gold Star Wives of 
America. The average age of these widows, Mrs. 
Jordan said, is 27 years and their children range 
from a few months upward, but the average is 4 
years old. With some educational training in 
stenography, bookkeeping, or some other form 
of gainful occupation, these women could make 
a place for themselves in the business world to 
help maintain their families as they grow older. 

Except for those categories of Reserve officers 
who qualify for the higher pensions under the 
Federal Employees Compensation Act, the widows 
of Regulars, National Guard, and other Reserves 
receive only the $75 per month pension rate es- 
tablished by the government. Thus after the 
monthly payments from their insurance expire, 
they cannot exist, without charity, on the meager 
government pensions. If the new contributory sys- 
tem of dependent benefits is enacted they will be 
better off. But most of these younger widows 
would like to take these training courses to fit 
themselves for self support and give them a feel- 
ing of independénce. 

As Mrs. Jordan asked the committee: “Is not 
the widow of a deceased serviceman as much en- 
titled to this opportunity for educational training 
as the returning serviceman? Both are in similar 
situations. Both are now setting forth to get a new 
start in life.” 


Atomic Energy Program. The extent to 
which American industry and business is par- 
ticipating in and contributing to the atomic 
energy program is made strikingly apparent by 
the revelation this week by Mr. Gordon Dean, 
chairman of the Atomic Energy Commission, 
that about 600 industrial and scientific organi- 
zations are involved in a “major way.” These 
firms, he said, use approximately 115,000 persons 
as against the less than 6,000 employed directly 
by the AEC. Furthermore, Mr. Dean made his 
address before 1,850 of the nation’s top execu- 
tives attending the annual Industrial Mobiliza- 
tion Dinner of the American Ordnance Associa- 
tion and he appealed to those who are not already 
taking a part in atomic development to join the 
program. 

Chairman Dean pointed out significantly that 
the production of fissionable materials is the basis 
not only of atomic weapons for war but also of 
all the valuable peace time uses to which atomic 
energy can be put. Therefore, whenever condi- 
tions are such that we can shift emphasis from 
war to peace the fissionable materials we have 
produced for defense can be utilized directly for 
power or in other non-military functions. 

The members of the American Ordnance Asso- 
ciation were pleased that Chairman Dean made 
a particular point of complimenting Lt. Gen. 
Leslie R. Groves, USA-Ret., who was also present 
at the dinner, as the one whose energy and de- 
votion made possible the entire atomic energy 
project. Too often in the past there has been a 
tendency to gloss over the fact that the Armed 
Forces under General Groves and the ‘“Manhat- 
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tan Project,” wrested the secret of atomic energy 
from the realm of the unknown and made possi- 
ble release of its vast destructive power against 
our enemy. It is due to the military services and 
the scientists who worked with them that we 
now possess not only a valuable weapon but a 
new field of employment for business and labor 
that holds unlimited possibilities for the good of 
mankind when it can be turned to peaceful 
pursuits.

Make ’em L.D.O. 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

There is no question but that the warrant officer, 
including W1, W2, W3, & W4, occupies a peculiar 
position in the military structure. One author, in a 
work on the life of John Paul Jones, refers to the 
warrant as not a true officer at all, but a “jackass 
officer.” This is not an uncommon example of the 
indignities and embarrassments to which warrants are 
frequently subjected. His relationship with the other 
officers is apart, unsatisfactory, destructive to his 
morale and as a consequence, not to the best interests 
of the service. 

In the warrant we are presented with a mature, 
settled man, with the wisdom and experience that 
only years may give, yet this man ranks after an 
ensign, who are normally but budding boys. Rank 
seeks its own level, so we have the matured warrant 
thrown in contact with youngsters with whom there 
is little or nothing in common. It is not unusual for 
dissension to crop up. Commanding Officers generally 
give berthing and messing privileges over the young- 
sters, but facing existing facts, the younger officer is 
the senior and often complains about the indicated 
discrimination. 

It will be agreed, I believe, that the services are 
filled with high caliber personnel this modern day and 
age. Warrant rank is a relic, a throw-back to an older 
day when social and professional position were more 
divergent. It fills an increasingly unsatisfactory place 
today and should be thrown out, substituting LDO in 
lieu thereof. 

With the substitution of LDO for warrant, we will 
have somewhat commensurate rank more in keeping 
with the dignity and years of the persons concerned. 
My recommendations are to make Warrant (W1), an 
ensign (01); Chief Warrant (W2), LTJG (02); Chief 
Warrant (W3), a LT. (03); and Chief Warrant (W4), 
a LCDR (04). By adoption of these recommendations a 
difficult, peculiar and unsatisfactory relationship will 
be terminated. All officers will be equally at ease with 
one another. The embarrassments will cease, profes-

little attention has been given to the pilot. It jg 
true that his training to operate these compli. 
cated machines has been brought to a high level, 
but it is also true that as the art of flying has 
advanced the machine has become more and 
more complicated so that the mental and physi- 
cal strain on even the highest trained pilot has 
increased with the years. It is therefore most in. 
teresting and encouraging to learn of the studies 
being made in “psychophysiology” at the School 
of Aviation Medicine. Brig. Gen. Otis O. Benson, 
commandant of the school, tells some of the high- 
spots of this program in his article beginning on 
the first page of this issue of THE JOURNAL. Asa 
result of these studies it wil! most surely become 
possible not only to relieve the pilot of some of 
the great strain under which he is put, but also 
to increase his efficiency and thus the efficiency 
of the machine he controls. It is certainly a field 
which deserves continual exploration.

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FOREIGN AFFAIRS 


FTER a promising start toward agreement on terms for enforcing a proposed 
Korean armistice truce, negotiations again became snarled this week, with the 
Reds insisting on the right to continue construction of air bases in North Korea 
and on limiting strictly the scope of behind-the-lines inspection by observer teams. 
The Communists also refused to agree to permit rotation of troops during the 
armistice, or replacement of those who were relieved on account of illness or expira- 
tion of enlistment terms. 

At first, the Reds appeared to modify their previous strong stand against ac- 
ceptance of Allied proposals for limitations on troop reinforcement and buildup of 
supplies and new military facilities, and they seemed to agree to inspection of rear 
areas for enforcement of truce terms. They made a surprise proposal for a complete 
freeze on troops and arms in Korea, and for certain inspections by neutral observers. 
Specifically they proposed that neither side would introduce into Korea “any military 
forces, weapons and ammunition, under any pretext, during an armistice.” They 
also proposed that both sides ask neutral countries to form an organization for in- 
specting such “ports of entry in the rear as mutually agreed upon.” 

These proposals appeared promising, but the Allied negotiators sought clarifica- 
tion on some 21 points, and submitted questions to the Reds covering these subjects, 
some of which were answered and others ignored. They said they would refuse to 
agree to admit replacements, which would effectively end the present rotation 
system, and, in the long run, result in the removal of Allied troops from Korea, as 
attrition due to illness and expiration of enlistments depleted their ranks. They 
insisted on their right to reconstruction of facilities in North Korea, including air- 
fields. They would limit neutral observers to designated ports of entry, and deny 
them free access to all Korea, As to neutral countries acceptable to the Reds they 
indicated that any nation not actively participating in the Korean war might be re- 
garded as neutral, citing as examples Poland, Czechoslovakia, Norway, Sweden and 
Switzerland. 

Though the Red proposals and their interpretation by the Communists con- 
stitute, in effect, a rejection of Allied offers, and in their present form are almost 
completely unacceptable to the United Nations, negotiations are continuing and 
a joint committee has been named to attempt to draft mutually satisfactory truce 
terms. On other occasions the intransigence of the Communists has been overcome 
after long and tedious haggling, and this procedure may be repeated in connection 
with the current impasse. 


» THE UNITED NATIONS DELEGATION, in the meantime in an effort to speed 
the work of the conference, proposed the appointment of another joint committee 
to consider the next item on the agenda, arrangements for exchange of war prisoners. 
No decision was reached on this point, as the Reds refused to be hurried, indicating 
they might take some time to consider the proposal. If atrocity reports are verified 
the hesitancy of the Communists to go into the prisoner of war question is under- 
standable. 


®» IN EGYPT, a series of clashes this week between British soldiers and civilians 
resulted in a number of casualties on each side. The fights occurred in the Suez 
Canal zone, and began when three British Bren gun carriers were attacked by police 
and armed civilians. Varying estimates placed the casualties in this clash as high 
as 50, mostly among civilians. Fighting also broke out at Ismailia, where a British 
gas station was blown up. In the sporadic fighting that has occurred in Egypt in 
the past two months casualties are now reported to have exceeded 100. Noisy demon- 
strations against the British, with but little violence, are almost daily occurrences 
in Cairo. 

The Communist government of Yugoslavia this week released Archbishop 
Alojzije Stepinac from prison, after he had served 5 years of a 16-year sentence. 
The Catholic prelate had been charged with wartime collaboration with the Nazis 
and with engaging in a post-war conspiracy to overthrow the Tito government. His 
trial and conviction aroused great indignation throughout the non-Communist world, 
and there was continuing pressure for his release, particularly on the part of western 
countries with which Marshal Tito has recently sought to co-operate. 

It was announced that the churchman’s release was conditional, but the condi- 
tions were not stated. The announcement referred to the clergyman as the “former 
archbishop,” implying that he would be prevented from exercising his pastoral func- 
tions as head of the Yugoslav Catholics. It also stated that he would reside at the 
Parish house in his native village of Krasic, near Zagreb, probably in semi-seclusion. 
The Vatican expressed interest in the archbishop’s release from prison, but reiterated 
the belief that he should be completely exonerated and permitted to resume his 
ecclesiastical duties as Catholic primate of Yugoslavia. 


PRIME MINISTER Winston Churchill told the British House of Commons on 
Thursday, 6 Dec., that there are in existence only 20 of the new British .280 caliber 
rifles, which some military leaders of the United Kingdom have recommended as 
4 ge weapon for Atlantic Pact countries, instead of the American Garrand. 
athe ppre indicated that he felt that it would be of doubtful value to the in- 
aa reat Britain to go ahead independently with the .280 rifle project. This 
apa ay to dispose of the dispute over the relative merits of the two weapons.

Housing Directer Chosen?—There were reports late this week that the 
Department of Defense has decided upon a choice for the new post of Director of 
the Armed Forces Housing Agency. 

First word that the Agency had been established was published in THE JOURNAL 
of 6 Oct., and since that time this publication has frequently expressed concern that 
the post was not filled, particularly in view of the fact that Congress reconvenes on 
January 8. 

Now, however, it appears that the name of a Housing Director will be made 
public shortly, possibly next week. 


Racial Integration Progress—Experience gained in Korea during the 
latter half of 1951 with the successful integration of Negro soldiers into combat units, 
resulting in reports of a marked increase in the efficient utilization of manpower 
resources, has prompted military officials to formulate plans for further continuation 
of the carefully devised integration program. 

Official details are lacking, but it can be stated as a probability that the Army 
will integrate troops in the European Command as its next major move towards 
the elimination of segregation. Speculation is that this action will be taken during the 
early part of 1952. 

The matter of troop integration was reviewed at the meeting of Army com- 
manders at the Pentagon this week. Undoubtedly, the commanders were given de- 
tailed reports concerning the combat integration in Korea and plans for 1952. 

It is recalled that the Army announced on 26 July plans for “carrying to com- 
pletion the integration of Negro personnel, which is already in progress, in all 
combat units of the Far East Command.” The Army announcement concluded that 
“in combat in Korea Negro soldiers serve more effectively in integrated units.” 

The July announcement related that “this integration will be phased over a 
period of approximately six months.” The six months period is almost at end and 
officials now are able to evaluate the results. 

What was demonstrated in Korea is the fact that the effort to achieve maximum 
utilization of manpower is furthered by integration. Consequently, with the six- 
months program practically completed in Korea, the Army is in position to take 
another step in the integration program. 

At the present time, there is no segregation in basic training units in the Zone 
of Interior, nor is there segregation in the Far East. This means that scores of thou- 
sands of troops have served on a completely integrated basis in training and in 
combat. 

It is believed that in view of this integrated service, morale problems resulting 
in lowered troop efficiency would develop if the integration program were not car- 
ried further. 

Army officials have stated many times since the end of World War II that in- 
tegration of troops must be carried out very carefully in order to safeguard combat 
efficiency. They have stressed the fact that the program must be implemented with 
extreme caution, with each successive step based on a firm foundation. 

Now, it is held that the experience in Korea and in basic training centers in the 
United States will permit further integration. 

The likelihood is that if the anticipated integration program in Europe proves 
to be the same success it was in Korea that an early Army-wide integration will be- 
come consistent with military requirements. There is a possibility that Army-wide 
integration could be achieved by the end of next year. 


Senaters Safeguard Dependent Care—aAlthough the Senate Prepared- 
ness Subcommittee has issued reports during recent weeks which have taken the 
Services severely to task, military personnel are gratified at repeated references in 
these reports to the need for an adequate dependent care program. 

Yesterday, for example, the Preparedness Subcommittee’s report on inspections 
at six Air Force bases made the point that three of the six bases visited “had in- 
sufficient hospital capacity to provide for emergencies or to permit admission of 
dependents of military personnel.” The Subcommittee report stated that an increase 
in authorized beds has been requested for these installations, Langley AFB, Va., 
March AFB, Calif., and Mather AFB, Calif. 


Celonel Cook Heads New AF Medical Divisien—Col. William F. Cock, 
USAF (MC) has become chief of the newly organized Facilities Division within the 
Directorate of Plans and Hospitalization for the Office of Air Force Surgeon Gen- 
eral. Colonel Cook has been Surgeon for the 3d Bomber Command, 8th Bomber Com- 
mand and 12th Air Force. He specialized in ophthalmology after earning his basic 
degree in medicine from the University of Michigan in 1940. 

Within the same Directorate, Maj. Lee I. Saul, USAF (MSC) and Maj. John 
Waldner, USAF (MSC) have been assigned to organization and mobilization planning 
duties for the Medical Service Plans Division. Maj. Raymond L. Vanhoy, USAF (MSC) 
has been assigned to supply planning and allowance duties for the Directorate’s 
Medical Materiel Division. 


“Snifter’? Is Dead—“Snifter,” the 11 year old Scottie, belonging to Brig. 
Gen. and Mrs. Philip E. Gallagher, died at Ft. Holabird, Md., on 3 Dec., following a 
serious abdominal operation. “Snifter” traveled extensively during his eleven years 
in the Army and made many friends at many stations throughout the Service. Dur- 
ing World War II he held an Honorary K-9 Warrant as Sergeant First Class, Field

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Leaves Air Academy Planning—Coincidental with reports that the 
House Armed Services Committee will take up the proposed Air Force Academy 
shortly after Congress reconvenes next month, it is announced that Lt. Col. John 
B. Parsons, for the past 18 months a member of the USAF Headquarters group 
planning the new educational facility, has been given a new assignment. 


Colonel Parsons has joined the executive staff of the Air Force School of Avia- 
tion Medicine, where he replaces Col. Leighton F. Downing, ordered to duty with 
the Directorate of Manpower and Organization in Washington, D. C. 


Colonel Parsons, who holds a doctorate degree in education, is the brother of 
Ruth E. Parsons, a lieutenant colonel in the Army Nurse Corps during World War 
II, when coincidentally she served for a time in Honolulu as a ward nurse under 
Brig. Gen. Otis O. Benson, jr.. MC, USAF, now her brother’s commanding officer. 
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Col. Rothschild FEC Chemical Chief—Col. Jacquard H. Rothschild has 
been named Chief Chemical Officer for General Headquarters, Far East Command. 
Col. Delancey R. King, former Chemical Chief, has been transferred to the Army 
Chemical Center, Md, to become a member of the Chemical Corps Board. 


Colonel Rothschild was assistant professor of chemistry at West Point from 
1947 to 1950. Prior to his arrival in the FEC in October, he served as commanding 
officer of the Chemical and Radiological Laboratories at the Chemical Center. 


Ships of the Fleet—Four amphibious landing ships, all with service in Far 
Eastern waters during most of 1951, arrived in San Diego harbor late last week. 
The vessels, all units of LST Divisions 34 and 35, are the LSTs 1122, 836, 840 and 846. 

After almost eight months’ service in Far Eastern waters, the attack transport 
USS Lenawee arrived in San Diego on 27 Nov. 

The battleship Wisconsin, commanded by Capt. Thomas Burrowes, has arrived 
in Far Eastern waters to become the flagship of Vice Adm. Harold M. Martin, Com- 
mander, Seventh Fleet. 

The destroyer USS Hyman received a direct shell hit by Communist shore 
batteries last week at Wonsan Harbor. One enemy shell exploded directly on the 
starboard side of the vessel, but no crewman were injured. The ship is commanded 
by Comdr, W. C. Spitler. 


Texas Avenue To Kokude—Brig. Gen. Carter W. Clarke, USA, Com- 
manding General of the Southwestern Command at Osaka, Japan, has directed the 
removal of all street signs and markers within his command bearing “Stateside” 
names. These markers are to be replaced by signs bearing the former Japanese 
street names, in both English and Japanese languages. Thus, Texas Avenue becomes 
Kokudo, and California Street is renamed Isogani, both in the city of Osaka. 

The action is being taken in conformity with a GHQ directive ordering the re- 
moval of all signs erected by the Occupation “which might be offensive to the 
Japanese sensibilities.”

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MIGs Equipped With Copies of British Engines—Great Britain’s Under. 
Secretary of State for Air revealed in the House of Commons last week that parts 
of MIG-15 fighter planes captured in Korea show that the Russian-built craft are 
powered by copies of Britain’s Rolls Royce Nene engine. 

During 1947, Britain supplied 55 jet engines to Russia, including 25 Rolls-Royce 
Nene I engines and 30 Rolls-Royce Derwent Vs., for an estimated $776 thousang, 
Since then there has been considerable controversy over the sale, which was de. 
scribed by one member in the House as the “most tragic mistake in the last fiye 
years.” 

The Nene engine is used in two British fighter planes, the Supermarine Attacker 
(the first squadron of which was formed only this year) and the Hawker Sea Hawk, 
which is in production but not yet in service. British jets in Korea are Meteors of 
the Royal Australian Air Force, and these planes, according to a London report, 
are outclassed by both the MIG-15 and the United States’ F-86 Sabrejet. 

Power output of the Nene engines sold to Russia was about 5,000 pounds static 
thrust, but the British Under Secretary for Air revealed that some of these had been 
developed to give increased thrust. 

A centrifugal type of turbo-jet, the Nene is not regarded as a very powerful 
engine, but it has been pointed out that it is more powerful than any jet engine in 
squadron service with the RAF or Britain’s Naval Aviation, with the single exception 
of the Supermarine Attacker which will be based aboard the new aircraft carrier 
Eagle. A newer and more powerful Rolls-Royce engine, the Avon axial flow turbo 
jet, will furnish power for new RAF fighters and bombers now under order, but 
only the twin-jet Canberra is ready for sevice thus far. 


V.M.I. General Marshall Resigns—Maj. Gen. Richard J. Marshall, USA- 
Ret., will leave his post as Superintendent of Virginia Military Institute at Lexing- 
ton, Va., at the end of the current academic year. He has submitted his resignation 
“for personal reasons” and plans to retire to a home at Howey-in-the-Hills, Fla. 
General Marshall, a 1915 V.M.I. graduate, has held the post since 11 June 1946, when 
he succeeded Lt. Gen. Charles E. Kilbourne. 


Former Chaplain Named—tThe Rev. Millard G. Roberts, a World War II 
Army chaplain credited with authorship of the manual of practice used by Army 
chaplains, has been appointed assistant to the minister of the Brick Presbyterian 
Church, Park Avenue and 91st Street, New York City. The pastor is The Rev. Dr. 
Paul Austin Wolfe. 


*Bootstraps” Student Honored—Maj. James H. Moore, USAF (MSC) has 
been elected to Phi Delta Kappa, the national graduate honorary fraternity for 
educators. Election to the fraternity is based on high scholarship and leadership in 
the field of education. Major Moore is now on temporary duty at the University 
of Colorado under the provisions of “Operation Bootstraps.” He is completing his 
final semester of work for the Doctorate in Education. His permanent duty station 
is the School of Aviation Medicine, Gunter AFB, Ala., where he was assigned as the 
Director of Education. 


Medal For Finance Officer—The Legion of Merit was awarded Lt. Col. 
Homer R. Wallar, FC, for exceptionally meritorious service with the U. S. Military 
Advisory Group, and as Senior Advisor to the Department of Finance, Republic of 
Korea, United Nations Funding Officer and member of the Economic Stabilization 
Board in Korea from 25 June 1950 to 30 June 1951. The award was presented by 
Maj. Gen. Bickford E. Sawyer, USA, Chief of Finance, at a ceremony in the Office 
of the Chief of Finance on 29 Nov. The Executive Officer, Lt. Col. John Palsrok, read 
the citation.

efficiency be prolonged if his equipment 
is better designed to take into account 
his sensory and muscular capabilities? 
Do manipulative and perceptual capaci- 
ties decline with age? How does the air- 
man cope with the frustration which 
arises when a familiar procedure fails to 
produce the expected result? These are 
but 
which psychophysiology seeks an answer. 
Such answers are basic to the develop- 
ment of practices that maximize human 
efficiency within the framework of na- 
tional defense. 

Often the answers to certain problems 
can be found by taking the airman to 


altitude, exposing him to the conditions | 


under investigation, and recording his 


responses for later analysis. Some con- | 


ditions, however, involve unusual risk or 
in other ways conflict with the code of 
ethics which scientists follow 


to explore the effects of the conditions 
upon the behavior of lower animals, such 


as the Norway rat, the monkey, and the | 
chimpanzee. The last animal is especially | 
good for this purpose, for its anatonomi- | 


cal structure and physiological processes 
are very similar to the human’s, and it 
exhibits a variety of phychological ca- 
pacities that, barring complex linguistic 
and creative behaviors, are only slightly 
below the human level. 

Typical Experiment 

A typical experiment appropriate for 
rats and chimpanzees alike might be con- 
cerned with the effect of some chemical 
agent upon the ability to make fine visual 
discriminations. One might first prepare 
a set of cards containing stripes of vary- 
ing widths or varying brightnesses. The 
animal is then taught that it can obtain 
a reward, such as food, by selecting a 
certain card in terms of its relationship 
to the other cards, i.e., the darker shade 
or the wider stripe. This is learned quick- 
ly in most instances, for the lower ani- 
mal, even as the human, is an apt pupil 
when food is at stake. When this phase 
has been completed, the experimenter in- 
creases the difficulty of the problem by 
reducing the difference between the 
stimuli in question. Eventually the differ- 
ence is made so small that the animal 
can no longer discriminate it. In this 
way the animal demonstrates its per- 
formance limits, and the experimenter 
then proceeds to explore the effect of 
the agent upon these limits. If effects 
are produced, the quest is continued until 
the processes involved are thoroughly 
understood. 

Experiments of a similar nature con- 
stitute a portion of the general research 
activities of the USAF School of Aviation 
Medicine. The animal studies, of course, 
are important in their own right, for 
they elucidate various scientific prob- 
lems that have no immediate connection 
with the defense effort. But they play 
their most important role by reducing 
the time and labor necessary to discern 
the effects of various critical conditions 
upon man, and in many instances they 
provide the only acceptable medium 
through which important human prob- 
lems can be solved. 

There can be little doubt that one sig- 
nificant margin of safety enjoyed by the 
free nations of the world can be attrib- 
uted to their superiority in all kinds of 
technological progress concerning men 
and machines. Psychophysiology is only 
one of the many sciences that have con- 
tributed to this progress, but the prob- 
lems with which it is now engaged are 
of great practical importance. Upon it 
and other endeavors will depend the 
comfort, efficiency, and ultimate security 
of our people.

Announce Army Temporary Promotions to Capt. 


HE Army this week released the names of 156 first lieutenants promoted to the 


temporary rank of captain and simultaneously told of plans for future temporary 


advancements. Ten of the new captains are Regulars; one is National Guard; and | 


all others are Reserve officers. 


The Army said that personnel requirements will permit the temporary promo- 
tion of approximately 450 officers to the grade of captain during the month of 


December. These promotions will be made from existing recommended lists in three 
increments of approximately 150 each on 6, 11 and 18 December. The first increment 


is published herewith.

Answers Pentagon Critics 


Under Secretary of the Navy Francis 
P. Whitehair this week hit back at the 
“morale busters who crab about the 
Pentagon being so top-heavy with brass 
that it is ‘all chiefs and no Indians.’” 

He said he agreed “that there seem to 
be more generals and admirals around 
Washington than would ordinarily be 
encountered, but ... these are no ordi- 
nary times.” 

Speaking at a meeting of the State So- 
ciety of Florida at the National Press 
Club in Washington, D. C., on 4 Dec., the 
Navy Under Secretary departed from the 
prepared text of his speech to defend 
Pentagon practices. He said, “Don’t ex- 
pect the necessary intricate and inte- 
grated planning today against the possi- 
bility of an unwanted third world war 
to be done by inexperienced privates, 
sergeants and yeomen. I don’t think you 
want that.” 

Mr. Whitehair said “the very ones who 
are being condemned by a few confused 
morale-busters are the ones who give the 
most of themselves and get the least in 
return.” He added that he has already 
“felt the impact of the critics who com- 
plain of the amount of traveling being 
done by the secretaries, the generals and 
admirals” and said he sometimes wish- 
ed “those critics would try trotting, on 
the double” over some of the same ground 


| covered by the Pentagon people who at- 


tempt to keep the public well-informed. 
“I’m certain,” he said, “those critics 
would get little pleasure out of that 
routine.”

Canada Combat Pay 


Members of Canada’s armed 
forces who have seen duty with the 
U. N. Forces in the Far East are 
being paid a gratuity of 50 cents 
for each day of service in the com- 
bat zone, plus a supplementary 
grant of one week’s pay and allow- 
ances for every 183 days overseas. 

Canadian Army Headquarters re- 
lates that a married private first 
class will receive about $275 for 
each year overseas; a married cap- 
tain will be paid approximately 
$340. 

Meantime, legislation to provide 
combat pay for U. S. servicemen in 
Korea now has been pending al- 
most a year without even having 
cleared a single Congressional com- 
mittee.

vestment already amounts to something 
like $2.5 billion and will climb to around 
$5 billion on the basis of the current pro- 
gram. 

“By way of comparison,” he added, “it 
is interesting to note that when this cur- 
rent expansion program is completed, the 
atomic energy enterprise will have a larg- 
er investment in plant and equipment 
than the U. S. Steel and General Motors 
Corporations combined. The operating 
cost of this business—as distinct from the 
construction costs—will amount to 
around $600 million in the current fiscal 
year.” 

The following is Chairman Dean’s de- 
scription of the relationship of military 
atomic production to peaceful potentiali- 
ties and his report on how industry is 
participating in the AEC program and 
what it will be asked to do in the future: 


Key to Atomic Age 

“Functionally, if and when we expand, we 
will be increasing principaliy our capacity 
to produce fissionable materials, and thus 
our capacity to produce atomic weapons. 
Fissionable materials are, in essence, the key 
to the atomic age, for they are the sub- 
stances that can be made to release their 
energy swiftly and violently, as in a bomb, 
or slowly and passively, as in a nuclear re- 
actor, One of the more fortunate aspects of 
the atomic energy program, therefore, is that 
the fissionable materials we are producing 
today for weapons can, if they are never 
used as weapons, ultimately be put to work 
producing power for peaceful purposes. 

“At present there are two fissionable mate- 
rials in wide use in the atomic energy pro- 
gram—plutonium and uranium-235, Both are 
produced from raw uranium ore, and their 
production is a difficult and expensive opera- 
tion. For this operation, as it does for vir- 
tually all of the functions carried on in the 
name of the Atomic Energy Commission, the 
government relies upon the know-how and 
enterprise of private industry. Plutonium, for 
example, is produced in a huge plant at Han- 
ford, Washington, which is owned by the 
government but operated by the General Elec- 
tric Company. Uranium-235 is produced in 
another huge plant at Oak Ridge, Tennessee, 
also owned by the government but also oper- 
ated by a private concern—the Carbide & 
Carbon Chemicals Company, a Division of 
Union Carbide. 

“The feed lines to these two great plants 
reach out to the Colorado Plateau, where 
private mining companies are producing 
uranium for sale to the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission, and to such remote corners of the 
world as the Arctic regions of Canada and 
the Belgian Congo in Africa. On their way 
to Oak Ridge and Hanford, these feed lines 
flow through a series of processing and re- 
fining stages, of which all are privately op- 
erated and some are privately owned. 


Complex Chain 

‘“‘From Oak Ridge and Hanford, the fission- 
able materials produced there move out into 
another complex manufacturing chain which 
involves literally scores of private contractors 
and which leads ultimately to the national 
atomic weapons stockpile. The principal con- 
tractor to the AEC in this chain is the San- 
dia Corporation, a subsidiary of Western 
Electric, which maintains headquarters at 
Albuquerque, New Mexico. As many of you 
know, in the non-nuclear side of this weapons 
operation, we also have the wholehearted 
cooperation and assistance, for which we are 
very grateful, of the Army Ordnance Depart- 
ment and the Navy’s Bureau of Ordnance. 
They perform some of this work for us di- 
rectly, and in other cases supervise the 
work of private contractors. 

“This, then, is the main production line 
of the atomic energy program, It begins with 
raw materials and it carries through the 
processing and refining of these raw mate- 
rials, the separation and production from 
them of fissionable materials, and the utiliza- 
tion of these fissionable materials in the 
manufacture of our final products, which, at 
this point in the world’s history, are main- 
ly weapons. It is this production capacity 
which we are enlarging now with our current 
expansion program. 

“As a sidelight on how deeply we pene- 
trate the economy, and on how much we 
must rely on many different industries in 
such expansions, I would like to refer briefly 
and specifically to the Savannah River proj- 
ect, which, as I mentioned earlier, is one of 
the main ingredients in our current expan- 
sion effort. In the 12-month period ending 
last September we obligated approximately 
650-rrillion dollars on this project. We have 
one prime contractor—the du Pont Company 
—which is responsible to us for this entire 
job. Du Pont, in turn, in the same period, 
passed on more than 325-millions of these 
dollars to over 1500 other concerns, of which 
11 received subcontracts of five million dol- 
lars or more, 81 received subcontracts of 500 
thousand dollars or more, and 386 received 
subcontracts of 25 thousand dollars or more. 
From the standpoint of volume, 70 percent, 
and from the standpoint of value, 24 percent 
of these awards went to small business con- 
cerns, percentages which apply rather gen- 





erally throughout the whole atomic energy 
program. 

“This gives you some idea of the size and 
complexity of the job the du Pont Company 
is doing for us. We are glad to have this 
company in our family. We asked them to 
come back into the program—they had got- 
ten out at their own request after the war— 
because the national security required it and 
because they were the best equipped, if not 
the only adequately equipped single indus- 
trial organization capable of doing the job. 
This is largely because du Pont is the only 
major unit of the chemical processing in- 
dustry with its own complete service for 
development, design, engineering, construc- 
tion and operation of a plant of the type 
being built near Aiken. I am happy to re- 
port to this particular group that your cor- 
porate colleague has fully and eminently 
met the trust which the Atomic Energy Com- 
mission has placed in it and we strongly 
believe that the managerial, technical and 
labor force assembled for the Savannah River 
project is doing a good job, is doing it ef- 
ficiently and with a minimum of waste, and 
is doing it in the shortest possible time. 


Huge Development Program 

“In addition to this production chain that 
I have described, the atomic energy enter- 
prise, like most other industries, also oper- 
ates a large and active research and develop- 
ment program, To carry on this program, the 
Commission maintains 10 major government- 
owned laboratories—all privately-operated— 
and supports more than 500 other projects 
carried on in privately-owned facilities. 
Among the largest of the government-owned 
research facilities are: 

‘“‘The Argonne National Laboratory, a re- 
search and reactor development center op- 
erated by the University of Chicago in IIli- 
nois; the Los Alamos Scientific Laboratory 
a weapons research and development center 
operated by the University of California in 
New Mexico; the Oak Ridge National Labora- 
tory, a basic and applied research center op- 
erated by the Carbide & Carbon Chemicals 
Company in Tennessee; the Berkeley Radia- 
tion Laboratory, a basic research’ center op- 
erated by the University of California on the 
West Coast, and the Brookhaven National 
Laboratory, a basic research center operated 
on Long Island by an association of nine 
northeastern universities. In such a list we 
should also include the Westinghouse Elec- 
tric Company, now engaged in building for 
us a land-based prototype of an atomic en- 
gine for submarine propulsion, and the Gen- 
eral Electric Company, which is currently 
developing another similar unit and which 
has recently received a contract for the de- 
velopment of an atomic engine for aircraft 
propulsion. 

‘“‘The importance of these activities cannot 
be minimized, for they not only result in 
increased efficiency in our processes for the 
production of fissionable materials and 
weapons for the defense of the free world, 
but they also are the means by which we 
may hope to realize the peaceful promise of 
the atom. This quest for peaceful uses is 
one which we never forget in our efforts to 
meet our immediate defense demands, for 
nearly all that we do for a military purpose 
can be done in such a way that we can 
obtain a peaceful dividend provided we keep 
our peacetime objectives in mind. 


Dual Nature of A-Energy 

“As a prime example of the dual nature 
of atomic energy, I think I need only point 
to the nuclear reactor. If a reactor can be 
made to produce power to propel a sub- 
marine or a military aircraft, it seems 
evident to me that one can also be made to 
produce power to propel a commercial vessel 
or a commercial airliner, or, for that matter, 
to light a city. The problem here is one of 
cost. We know reactors will produce power, 
but they must do it cheaply to compete with 
eoal and oil and hydroelectric systems. In 
building reactors for military use, we are 
fortunately learning more about reactors and 
how to build them more cheaply. In other 
words, by our military effort, we are bring- 
ing the cost down and bringing closer the 
day when atomic power will be a commercial 
reality, which today it would not be in any 
part of the world. 

“‘This is but one example. There are many 
more. So, in conclusion, I would like to em- 
phasize that what we are trying to bear in 
mind is that, as we get bigger, we must also 
get better, and as we expand, we must also 
advance. Our hope is that, while we are con- 
centrating on meeting our immediate mili- 
tary requirements, we can also advance the 
state of the art to the point where there is 
something in this atomic energy business, 
not just for the military services, but for 
everyone. 

“One way to do this is to bring in more 
industries—to widen and diversify our indus- 
trial and scientific base. Our expansion pro- 
grams help us to accomplish this. At present 
there are about 600 industrial and scientific 
organizations involved in a major way in the 
atomic energy program, and these employ 
approximately 115,000 people as against less 
than 6,000 who work for AEC directly. Our 
current expansion effort is serving to increase 
this number of private concerns and institu- 
tions—and therefore the number of people 
in this country who are knowledgeable in the 
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field of atomic energy and who can give the 
program the benefit of their imagination and 
enterprise. 

‘““‘Many of you who are here tonight repre- 
sent firms that are in our program already. 
To you I want to say that we appreciate— 
and I think the whole nation appreciates— 
the splendid job you are doing. To those of 
you who are not yet in our program, I want 
to urge you to give serious consideration to 
the idea of joining it, not only because the 
economic and military strength of our coun- 
try depends to a large extent upon the depth 
with which this enterprise penetrates into 
the economy, but also because beyond the 
weapons, beyond the expansions and beyond 
our immediate problems there lies the peace- 
time promise of the atomic age.”’ 


CNO Suggests Force Of 
Guided Missile Ships 


A force of guided missile ships was 
suggested this week by Adm. William M. 
Fechteler as a possible means of al- 
leviating the heavy expenses involved in 
delivery of the atomic weapon. 

The Chief of Naval Operations said 
“costs of delivering the atomic weapon 
at its target” are already “large” and 
that they are “continually mounting.” 
He suggested that the “paid up invest- 
ment” of ships in the Navy’s mothball 
fleet may be a means of reducing the 
costs of delivering atomic weapons by 
conversions of ships to guided missile 
ships. 

Two ships which the Navy started to 
convert to guided missile use at the end 
of World War II (the battleship Kentucky 
and the heavy cruiser Hawaii) have been 
in a state of suspension since early 1947 
when the Navy decided that progress in 
the guided missile field would not be far 
enough advanced by the time the ships 
were completed to justify their use. Only 
one other vessel, the USS Norton Sound, 
a converted seaplane tender, has been 
utilized for operations of this type. 
Known as the “Buck Rogers Ship,” the 
Norton Sound is currently based at the 
Guided Missile Test Center, Port Hue- 
neme, Calif. 

Admiral Fechteler said this week, how- 
ever, that “a few” of the Navy’s Reserve 
Fleet vessels “are being converted for 
use as launching platforms for guided 
missiles.” 

Addressing the Navy League at Mem- 
phis, Tenn., on 6 Dec., the CNO declared 
that both the Navy’s newest carriers and 
those which have been modernized “are 
capable of delivering the atomic bomb.” 
He said the two best defenses against an 
atomic attack by the enemy are disper- 
sion and mobility and that “a naval task 
force possesses both to a remarkable de- 
gree.” 

He pointed out that “the usefulness of 
carriers in delivering the atomic bomb in- 
creases as the bomb becomes smaller and 
lighter,” which “means that the Navy has 
the capability of delivering an atomic 
bomb, or many atomic bombs, from a 
point anywhere on the seventy per cent 
of the earth’s surface that is covered by 
water to a target within the radius of 
action of carrier-based planes—a distance 
of some six hundred miles.” 

Admiral Fechteler said an enemy could 
not “easily retaliate” from a carrier- 
based atomic attack “because the base 
from which he was bombed will not be 
in the same place after it has launched 
its attack.” 


WAF Recruiter Shortage 


The Air Force has a shortage of ap- 
proximately 100 WAF Recruiters and a 
selection team of three officers has been 
dispatched to various bases to conduct 
interviews and make selections. It is an- 
ticipated that the new recruiters will be 
on duty before 20 Jan. 1952.

by increasing the size of the ship, but 
that this is sometimes effected without 
an increase in horsepower; and he ex- 
pressed some doubt as to whether larger 
ships are either required or desired. 

He said that all of the factors which 
go into the studies “must be carefully 
balanced against the availability of 
material, the effect on the economy of 
the country, simplicity of operation, and 
the inevitable price tag.”

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Posthumous Award 


For Lt. Loyd 


In a formal ceremony held at the Flor- 
ida Military District Headquarters in 
Jacksonville on 16 Nov., Lt. Frank R. 
Loyd, jr., U.S.M.A. 1950, was posthumous- 
ly awarded the nation’s second highest 
honor, the Distinguished Service Cross. 
The medal was presented by Maj. Gen. 
William A. Biederlinder, deputy com- 
mander of the Third Army, to Col. and 
Mrs. Frank R. Loyd, parents of Lt. Loyd, 
and Bonnie Beth, his sister, in the pres- 
ence of many military and civilian 
friends. 

The citation reads as follows: 

Second Lieutenant Frank R. Loyd, jr., 
162775, Infantry, United States Army, a mem- 
ber of Company B, 35th Infantry Regiment, 


25th Infantry Division, distinguished himself | 


by extraordinary heroism in action against 
the enemy near Sinan Myan, Korea on 26 
September, 1950. When Task Force Dolvin 





was proceeding along a road, the column 
was stopped by severe enemy sniper and 
automatic weapons fire from the high ground 
to their right. Lieutenant Loyd, as Platoon 
Leader of the 1st Platoon, Company B, was 
riding tanks at the rear of the column. When 
the enemy commenced firing, Lieutenant 
Loyd, without regard for his own safety, 
immediately formed fifteen men into an ef- 
fective fighting force and attacked the hill. 
In the course of the attack, the group was 
pinned down by the devastating enemy fire 
and hand grenades, Lieutenant Loyd, al- 
though armed with only a pistol, exposed 
himself to the deadly enemy fire and through 
his outstanding display of courage, aggres- 
siveness and leadership so inspired his men 
that they assaulted the position and forced 
the enemy to withdraw. In this final assault 
Lieutenant Loyd was killed. Due to his heroic 
action, an enemy force of what was later de- 
termined to be 150 men was forced from well 
fortified positions. The extraordinary hero- 
ism and gallant sacrifice of Lieutenant Loyd 
reflect great credit on himself and is in 
keeping with the high traditions of the mili- 
tary service.’’ 
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WACS to Language School 


Enlisted personnel of the Women’s 
Army Corps will attend the Army Lan- 
guage School at Monterey, Calif., for the 
first time when an initial group of 10 
enroll there early in 1952. Under the new 
authorization, a maximum of 30 WAC en- 
listed women may be enrolled at one time 
for the year’s course. Attendance at the 
school is limited to Army personnel who 
have specific assignments calling for a 
knowledge of a foreign language.

supply area, starting large fires. 

On the west coast the British Destroy- 
er Cockade and the Canadian Destroyer 
Cayuga shelled Red troops along the 
coast southwest of Chinnampo. 

Marine Corsairs from the U. S. Escort 
Carrier Rendova, off the west coast, at- 
tacked supply points and entrenched 
enemy soldiers between Chinnampo and 
Haeju. West of Haeju 32 buildings were 
destroyed and a fuel dump was burned. 
South of the town Marine flyers sank a 
50-foot tug and damaged an 80-foot barge. 
Five sampans were damaged southwest 
of Chinnampo. 

Navy flyers from the U. S. Heavy 
Carriers Essex and Antietam, off the east 
coast, destroyed or damaged more than 
35 rail, highway, and by-pass bridges, and 
knocked out 7 locomotives and 130 rail 
cars. Nearly 100 enemy vehicles were de- 
stroyed and 18 gun emplacements were 
hit. Rail lines were cut in nearly 300 
places. 

Spectacular sky combats characterized 
operations of the Far East Air Force 
during the week, the most important of 
which was a series of encounters on Wed- 
nesday, 5 Dec., in which American jet 
fighters shot down five enemy MIGs and 
damaged five others. The enemy losses in 
air-to-air combat in 11 consecutive days 
of fighting through Thursday, 6 Dec., 
were 33 planes destroyed, of which 22 
were MIGs, 2 probably destroyed and 32 
damaged. In this period 7 Allied planes, 
including one F-86, were shot down. 

The five MIGs shot down on Wednes- 
day were hit in a thrilling 35-minute 
battle between 29 American Sabre Jets 
and 80 enemy planes. One other enemy 
MIG was damaged in this encounter. In 
other fights the same day American F-84 
Thunder Jets damaged three enemy 
MIGS, and F-86 Shooting Stars accounted 
for the fifth damaged enemy jet. 

In addition to successful battling in the 
skies Allied land-based aircraft continued 
their daily sweeps over enemy territory, 
pounding airfields, cutting communica- 
tion lines, hitting transportation facili- 
ties, and providing close support for 
ground troops. 

The enemy’s only known jet air base 
in North Korea, at Uiju, near the Man- 
churian border, was repeatedly hit at 
night by American B-29 medium bomb- 
ers. Radar technique was used to aim 
100-lb. high-explosive bombs, which hit 
runways and revetments. The bombers 
were taken under heavy enemy anti-air- 
craft ground fire, and were attacked by 
Red night fighters, but all returned to 
their base in Okinawa. 

Other B-29s provided close air support 
for Allied front-line troops, dropping 
radar-controlled 500-lb. fragmentation 
bombs on enemy positions. Superforts 
also hit the Hungnam barracks area and 
the bridge at Hoeyang. 

Allied fighter-bombers cratered enemy 
rail lines, and made a heavy attack on 
enemy gun positions, knocking out 30 
pieces of artillery. Night-flying B-26 light 
bombers destroyed many enemy trucks, 
which were attempting to get supplies 
through to Red troops under cover of 
darkness.

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Super Airliner OK’d 


Announcement was made this week by 
Lockheed Aircraft Corporation that the 
new Lockheed Super Constellation has 
been certified by the Civil Aeronautics 
Administration for immediate passenger 
operations. Simultaneously, it was re- 
ported that the huge airliner out- 
performed its speed and operating speci- 
fications. 

Hall L. Hibbard, Lockheed’s vice presi- 
dent and chief engineer, reported that 
the new four-engine transport flew 
through its CAA test program in a record 
time of ten weeks. 

The first of 30 Super Constellations on 
order for E.A.L. are 88-passenger models. 
A total of 68 are to be built for seven 
airlines. Other quantities, fitted as per- 
sonnel or freight transports, have been 
ordered by the Air Force and Navy. 

Profiting from development of more 
powerful engines, the new ships are 18.4 
feet longer than their companion Con- 
stellations. Added space spells increased 
payload, greater passenger comfort and 
higher efficiency. 

Hibbard said the ship met or exceeded 
every regular CAA requirement as well 
as specifications set by the manufacturer 
and operator. He reported these per- 
formance highlights:

1. Guaranteed for 116,000 pounds maximum 
gross take-off weight, the Super Constella- 
tion was certified at 120,000 pounds—a 4000- 
pound bonus. 

2. It has an empty weight 736 pounds less 
than the guaranteed maximum. 

3. It cruises 327 m.p.h. at an optimum alti- 
tude of 21,500 feet, instead of 318 m.p.h. as 
guaranteed. Maximum speed is expected to 
approximate 347 m.p.h. 

4. Take-off distance over a 50-foot obstacle 
(using automatic propeller feathering) was 
measured at 5400 feet instead of 5,920 feet as 
guaranteed. Without automatic feathering, 
a 6100-foot distance was set. Distances were 
fixed without allowing for the extra safety 
factor of reverse-pitch propellers for brak-

ing, in event a pilot chooses to stop during 
a take-off run. 

5. At maximum landing weight of 98,500 
pounds, the ship clears a 50-foot obstacle 
and stops in 3300 feet without reverse pitch. 
Thus, with the normal 40-percent safety fac- 
tor, Super Constellations can be operated on 
5500-foot runways. 

6. Super Constellations remain stable and 
controllable under all stall tests—power off, 
power on, level, turning and three-engines— 
without need of spoilers or special warning 
devices. A demonstrated stalling speed of 94.5 
m.p.h. was 1 m.p.h. better than the guaran- 
tee. 

7. With only two engines operating, Super 
Constellations proved able to climb 305 feet 
per minute, or nearly 10 percent better than 
guaranteed. 





SS United States 85% 
Completed 


A progress report released this week 
by the United States Lines states that 
the SS United States, 990-foot superliner, 
is 85 per cent completed and is slated to 
make her maiden voyage in the summer 
of 1952. 

The 51,500-ton ship, which will have a 
speed in excess of 30 knots, normally 
will carry 2000 passengers but can be 
converted to carry an entire Army divi- | 
sion 10,000 miles without stops for fuel 
or supplies. 

The vessel will cost $73,000,000. She is 
being built at Newport News, Va. |

When Marconi, on December 12, 1901, heard 
a “3-dot” radio signal—the letter “S” in Morse 
Code—from across 1,800 miles of sea, it was an 
experimental triumph that opened a new era in 
communications. 

Before this historic event, wireless telegraphy 
had been limited primarily to communications be- 
tween the shore and ships at sea. Marconi’s success, 
however, was the forerunner of many other impor- 
tant developments which led eventually to RCA 
world-wide radiotelegraph service that now oper- 
ates more than 80 direct circuits to 66 countries. 


As radio progressed, its usefulness was expanded by 
invention and development of the electron tube, the 





harnessing of short waves which made world-wide 
transmission a reality, and the automatic transmission 
and reception of messages at high speed. 


Radio, with its magic of spoken words and music 
broadcast over the world . . . television, the miracle of 
pictures in motion transmitted through the air . . . these 
mediums of modern communication have added notable 
links in the chain of electronic advances first forged in 
1901 from the mere sound of three dots.
